COi-H-IERCIAL  Ej\RLY  IRISH  POTATOES;  In  the  Lower  Valley  of  Texas,  where  most  of 
the  fall  potato  acreage  is  located,  conditions  .have  been  favorable.  A  light  ha.rvest 
may  start  the  early  part  of  December,  but  supplies  v:ill  not  be  available  in  volurac 
until  after  the  middle  of  the  m.onth.  Most  of  the  early  tonnage  v/ill  be  used  for 
mixed  cars  v/ith  solid  carlots  c^rpectcd  around  January  1.  Reports  indicate  that  yields 
may  average  a  little-  higher  than  usual.  In  Florida,  the  fall  crop  in  the  Lak'e 
Okeechobee  section  v/as  attacked  by  blight  follov/ing  a  series  of  showers  during' mid- 
November  but  no  serious  damage  was  done.
